The finefl produAions of tbe 
ait were viewed wi'h critical ex.ftnefs, 
and in this mínate e](<mination of the 
works of the greateft mafter« we may 
look for that correAnefs of deGgn and 
force of exprrilioo, fo vifible in tbe paint 
inga 0/ Weft. To the wo'ks of Angelo, 
Raphael, and Poufiin, be devoted hia 
principal attentioo.

H is illoefs however did not pre* 
vent hia progrcfa in ImprovejRieottbat led 
him todaviie meana b^ wbich.be night 
yet cootiooe in tbe cultivation of his art, 
and for this purpofe ba bad a frame io 
cr<ntrived that be might paint, while con. 
fined to tbe bed, in which manner be ax* 
fcU^ed feveral woiks of fancy. 


Çiom Florence he vifited all the cele« 
brated colleAioos of psiotings difperfed 
in vtriuus cities of Italy, endeavouring 
l^ i l l means tttliecome well acquainted 
with tbe worka of tbofe maffers who have 
moft'CÀCélled in the Loüibard aod Vene. 
tian fchools. 
Hera ^is imaginaiioo had 
a Widt field to range in. Hewasd.xzled 
by tbe brilliancy of tba ejttjuifite colour­ 
ing of Titian, and enraptured by tbe 
grace, the purity, abd correAnefs nf Cor* 
reigio. 
The fchool of the Caratci re­ 
ceived alfo tbe admiration of Weft, and 
be gave mnch attention to their ncble 
worka I forcibly ftrutk by the grace and 
grtitdeur of Lewis, charmed by tbe con* 
ception and execution of Auguftiii, and 
aflonifhed at the boldnefs and Tuperiority 
of Hannibal. 
From thefe delightful ex 
eurfi^ns be returnetl once more to Romci 
and while ih<rre, painted tboHi two pic- 
turta alb'cb he afterwards cxbibtted in 
London, Cymon end lphyg(‘eii, and An* 
gelica and M«dora. 


Whether it w*a originally the inten­ 
tion of Mr- Weft to vifit London, or 
whether th« fulicitatioo of bia frienda, or 
the munificrnce of George the T ^ d s 
were bia indticrnen;s we know not^pro. 
bably all tbtee concurred in determining 
him about this time to go tbiliier.— 
(fittin g Home to pr iceeded to Parma, 
in order to fi.ufli • copy of the célébrât» 
ed piâure of St. G-*rolrmo by Corregio. 
Thence be went to Genoa And Turin, de> 
fireus of ftreiDg tbe various works of Ita* 
Iran and Fiemttb maflers to be found in 
tbofe cities 1 and here he at length finilh- 
ed bisfludiea of <be art in Italy. Studies 
which bad been commented with entha» 
ri«fm, profecuted with diligence, and 
completed with fuccefs. 


Arrived at Paris be was to continne 
'be ftu^y of the French fchool, wbich ia 
xamiiiing with care tbe fina paintings 
< f Pouffip, he had fa happily begun at 
Rome. 
Here, as io Italy, he fonght on? 
all tbofe exquiPKe produâioua dtpofited 
in the galleries of the nnbility« io tbe pa­ 
laces of royal grandeur, in churches» mo< 
nafteriest aod private ciUlcAions* 
The 
works of Le Bruo, La Sener, Pouflio 
and others, pslTed io review before him j 
•or did be fufier his admiration to lead 
»IS judgment iflray, bat was improved 
while he was delighted. 


The Englifh fchoal waa now tkc only 
one of any confrqaence, whofe produc­ 
tions had not been fceu aod ftudied by 
Mr. W>-n. 
Rrynclds w«s at its head, 
and waa equally diflmguiOied for ttfle, 
correAnefs and execution. 
Bat befîdes 


tbe advantagea Which an artift mig^jj^. 
rive by ftudying tbe worka of fuch a 
er, it was alfo to be confidered that many 
pjintirgs of the gceat maflera were feat, 
tered all over Eriglaod, that it bad hern 
tbe principal tbeetre of fome, and that 
here only tkeir fioeft produAioas were to 
be fonnd. 
Either of thefe caufes were 
fufficieot to csiry him thither, and it has 
bean already obferved tbat there were 
others. 
Weft arrived in London in Au- 
guA 1763« and in tbe autumn of the fame 
year be vifitcd the celebrated collrAions 
of tbe coaotry. The piAurc of tbe Pem­ 
broke family by Vsndyck at Wilton was 
one which he viewed with vaft c«re, and 
V^y which ba could not but be inflroAer! 
and delighted : tie alfo made the ftudy of 
the Cartoona of Raphael at Hampton 
court his peculiar regard 
and furely 
thefe were fubjrAs worthy of every atten- 
tio# which be could neftow upon (hem. 
^ He bad now completed bis scquaint* 
snce with tbe fchools, his geoins was 
mscured, and nothiog remained but to 
fix his refidence in fome fi(ua«ion, where, 
aflifled by patronage, he might vx-mplify 
hy his praAiCe tbe art ot whicUghe fo 
well underftood the theory. 
Hts native 
country p'efented a field eotirely new ; 
he was ambitious to excel in it, and to 
enrich it with bis fsireft flowers ; he had 
attachmenta there wbicb were *lmoft ir- 
lefiAible. and he could think of happincft 
no where but in its bofom. It was about 
this time tbat his M^j'fty brgao to be- 
(tow his biiuoty with fo liberal a baad, 
to encourage with praife, and to reward 
fiitb munificence. 
W »fl beStated^be 
refl.'Aed 
on tbe little encouragement 
which had hitherto been given to tbe 
arts io America, be cootrafted it with 
royal patronage, and princely favour, he 
liiieoed to tbe esrneft folicitationa of bis 
friends, and determined to remain in 
England. Tbia determination was aided 
by another caufe. 
In April 1764. tbere 
waa ao exhibition of paintings at Spring 
Gardens, the produAioos of srtifta who 
had formed an ioflitution for that purpefr. 
Thither ba was induced by hia joint 
frienda Rrynoldsand Wilfoot to fend bis 
I two piAnres already mentioned, painted 
at Roma, as alfo a portrait of 6«nersl 
Moock. 
Thefe weta f-vourably receiv­ 
ed I aod io tbe ysar following be was 
chofen a member and diicAor of tbe in* 
Aittttion. 
He drew there and cooiioued 
bia Contributions until the opening of the 
Royal Academy by hia Majtfty iu 1768. 
When that Ioflitution wss firft cnotero- 
pfaitd, WeQ w.s one of tbe perfoos nsm* 
M ito fubmit a plan for it. The year pit- 
vioof be bad beto meotlooed wuh high 
CQCoplnmi io the King, by Drnmroond, 
bbiffiop of York, and intioduced with 
Cflibrtted piAurc of f^^grippioi 


landed «1 Bruodiffan w u Ik the ¿fiiea of 
Germanicus,** which be had painted for 
that prelate. 
A fl«ttering reception waa 
the confeqoence, aod he was employed to 
paint •'The departure of Regulua for 
Carthage 4'* this waa his firft exhibition 
at the opaoing of th^ Royal Academy in 
1769. 
Numerous were the paintings 
which he produced until 1772, whao be 
was taieo more immediately under royal 
patroosge, by being appointed hiftorical 
painter to the crown. Hew boooura oow 
poured io upoo him from all quarters, 
and from tbat time he bas been contenu 
ally receiving accefltons ; medals have 
beeo lavilhingly brftuwed. and various 
focieties io every part of tbe w?rld have 
baftened to admit h<m as a meml^er ol 
their inAitutioos. 
On the death of Sir 
Jofbaa Reynolds he waa unaoim^'ufly 
cleAed to tbe prefldency ot tbe Rtyal 
Academy, aod has fince received tbe 
honour of koightbood. 


Thefe ire among tbe principal even's 
of M r. Weft's life.~it now remains ta 
confider his cb»raAcr more minutely as 
a painter. The field which he has ch> fen 
for the chief difpUy of his talents is bifto- 
ry, both fsered and prophanei dramatic 
and domeAic t and tboogb be no doubt 
has greatly excelled in portraits, yet hif­ 
torical painting is onqaedionably bis 
forte. 
To attain eminence io this Ayle 
is the moft difficult eflTorc, while it is the 
higheA smbition of a painter of true ge> 
nioa { for it requirea great diverCty of 
talent, as it unites in itfelf all the varie, 
ties of painting. 
An biAoricel painter 
maA pofTefs in a peculiar deqree« a quick 
invention, correAaefs of dt(if;n, bold ex 
^'l£jn.aQdfi'iilkedexecnrioo,aided by «11 
the atber arta of hia prufeffiop. His objeA 
is to riprsfeni^fcme diAinguiflied aAion 
aod whatever is thought, fel«, fsid, or 
done ny the perfooagcs he would intro 
duce. muft glow 00 bis canvsfs and ani> 
mate It into life- 
That Weft lr«s fuc> 
ceeded 10 this the muft oçble aod magni- 
ficeot Ayle of painting we need only re­ 
fer to bis works tobe coi viocedof. Exam­ 
ine tbe ' A>rival of Agripoian«" (Death 
of Wolfe,” *• l>fpartare of R<-gulus 
Haonibsl '* and other piAures of this 
great artiA. ihd the above aiTertion will 
be found correA to its utmod limit. The 
fine prints which have been executed 
from thefe paintingSf place it in the pow 
er of every lover ofLtne art to become ac 
quainted with thé^ diAingnifbed excel 
lence. Thefe prints have been pu’chafrd 
with cagernefa in every part of the world, 
and have extended the reputation of Mr. 
Weft wherever art is known» or fcience 
has a feat.«->Scr!pture bas received vari 
ons illuArstions from the canvafs of 
Weft'i sod here it is worthy of remark, 
that the fineft produAions ot the art are 
tbofe wtiofe fubjeAa are found in hnly 
writ.

AlmoA all tbe modsro Eriglifb 
paioters have beeo ambitious of adding 
to the glory of Sbakefpeare, and to their 
own charaAer by feleAing the principal 
feeoes of his drsma as futj'As for their 
paintings t and thus a noble ColleAion 
has beeo made, compofing what is called 
tbe Sbakrfpeare Gallery, originally fet 
on foot by the patriotic fioyd<*il. To this 
colleAioo W eA has Isrgely contributed 
and among tbe reft bas given elegsiit 
illuftrstions of feenes from Mscbetbi 
Hamlet, Lear, See. his piAure of tbe 
** Witches” has received great aod de 
fervcd admiration. 
It would be endlefs 
to enumerate tbe portaits and piAutes he 
baa punted for 'be Royal family, for the 
oobility, for churches. colIrAioos, and 
individuals / they are to be fouod in moA 
nf tbe palaces and galleries tbroaghout 
England. 
Some have even made their 
way to tbia country* they are hnwever 
rsrr, and cannot be too highly eAimated 
Though p*A the ufual age iy||>an, Mr 
Weft ftiU coo'inlies conftaot jj^bis pro 
tel&oo, he has a feleA colleAtod of paint 
iogs wbicb from time to time he Qill 
makes his ftody« and they doubtlrfs s'ld 
to bis improvement for fuch is tbe efTt A 
of having what is great and excellent 
always before us.
